Washington, April 21.—Senator Billy 
Mason took his try at reform im senate 
methods of doing business today, and met 
the usual fate of those who would at one 
feli swoop put the senate in a position 
where it can be controlled by the power of 
the majority, as is the house. The illi- 
nois senator made a characteristic speech 
in favor of his resolution directing the 
committee on rules to report a rule for the 
close of debate and for the previous ques- 
tion. With slight variation of language, 
it was the same speech which has veen 
made many times before, especiully by 
new members. They came here with a fond 
and earnest belief in their ability to over- 
turn the precedents of a hundred years 
and more. After a while they are con- 
verted to the belief that the senate’s 
methods are not so bad after all, and this 
will be Masons fate in the end. 

The maturing of the tariff bill was in- 
dicated by the deluge of petitions relating 
to the tariff rates presented to the penate 
today. Mr. Spooner, republican of Wis- 
consin, sent a bundle containing several 
hundred petitions urging 4 re-enactment 
of the McKiney rates on lumber. Mr. Mor- 
gan, democrat, of Alabama, reported fav- 
erably from the committee on foreign te 
lations an amendment to the sundry civil 
bill proposing an appropriation of $50,000 
to improve Pearl harbor, Hawaiian ixlands.

But he pro- 
posed to keep thrashing over this old straw 
during the next six years in the senate. 

Mr. Mason referred to the approaching 
tariff debate. The bill wouid be before the 
senate soon. It remained an act which 
promised a “tariff for revenue,’’ and gave 
a “tariff for deficiency.” It was now pro- 
posed to give protection to American in- 
dustries and to the American laboring man. 
And yet the business interests were trem- 
bling on the verge of “despondency and. 
democracy,” because they knew the fate 
of the bill depended not on the majority, 
but on the minority. Every one knows, he 
declared, that while we profess to be a 
government by the people, when we reach 
the highest body in the governmnt there 
is a rule of the minority. Mr. Mason 
glanced around the chamber and said he. 
observed the smile on the faces of some 
of his colleagues. They all liked power, 
and as soon as a man entered these senate 
doors, his energies were directed to re- 
taining power in the old way. “TI want to 
deliver a message from the people before 
this hope of power possesses me,”” ex- 
claimed the senator, and the galleries gave 
response by hearty applause. . 

Mr. Mason spoke of the paralysis of 
business in the senate on all great ques- 
tions. Here at the close of the 
nineteenth century the great ques- 
tion was presented whether international 
differences were to be settled by arbitra- 
tion or by the methods of Fitzsimmons 
and Corbett. The senate hed listened to 
speeches, but in thie, as in all other ques- 
tions, there was no action. The senator 
from Alabama, Mr. Morgan, had presented 
@ resolution as to Cuba, involving. the 
great Cuban question, handed down to us 
by Grover II, but where was that resolu- 
tion? It was impossible to tear down the 
golden god of the senate rules in order to 
act on Cube. The senator asserted that 
there was a “majority of insurgents” in 
thie body; a majority was ready to act, 
but was held back by the minority in con- 
trol. It was time to do away with these 
barnacie rules. 

“I would not scold the old ship,”’ exclaim- 
ed the senator vigorously, “but I would 
like to put her in dry dock long enough 
to have her bottom scraped.”’ 3

MEANTIME A COMPROMISE WAS OFFERED 


Tariff Bill Will Be Discussed by Sena- 
tors, but There Will Be No De- 
lay---Changes Are Made. 


Washington, April 21.—The republican 
members of the finance committee of the 
eenate have reached an agreement-either to 
strike out the retroactive provision of the 
Dingley tariff bill or so to amend it as to 
pave the way for its being stricken out in 
conference, and have so notified the demo- 
cratic members of the committee. 

The democrats have agreed, in view of 
this promise, not to press the Vest resolu- 
tion on the subject of Secretary Gage’s re- 
cent circular. This was ome of the accom- 
plishments of the visit of the republican 
members to the senate yesterday. 

The sentiment .among the _ republican 
members is said to have gained from the 
first, but they felt to take decisive averse 
action upon it in the face of democratic 
opposition would. place them in the 
light of acting under fire and taking a posi- 
tion because of the criticisms of the oppo- 
sition. They, therefore, asked that the 
democrats keep their hands off until the re- 
publicans should have an opportunity to 
make their intentions known. The demo- 
crats considered this proposition as reason- 
able and agreed to refrain from pressing 
consideration of the Vest resolufion until 
the result of the labors of the republican 
members could be made known.

The democrats do not! wiht 
an extended consideration in committee, but 
may desire to offer some amendments after 
they have seen the Dill, the adoption of 
which they consider they would be more 
likely to secure in the committee than in 
the open senate. It is said that in the 
senate the democratic plan is not to delay 
the bill any longer than is necessary, but 
that every senator desiring to discuss it 
shall have opportunity to de so, and that 
the record-making votes, as the @emocrats 
think necessary; shall be had.

But for a Coincidence Colonel Kline 
Would Have Come to the Fifth. | 


THE LATTER NOW GOES TO CALIFORNIA 


——— 


Assistant -Quartermaster John Clem 
Will Leave for Ortgon Within 
the Next Ten Days. 


Lieutenant Colonel Henry C. Cook, of the 
Fourth United States infantry, who is to 
succeed the lamented William L. Kellogg 
in the command of the Fifth infantry, will 
probably reach Fort Ma@Pherson within the 
next ten days to assum® command of the 
post. 

But for a singular coincidence and the 
accident of time, Colonel Cook would have 
been transferred to the command of the 
First infantry to succeed Colonel William 
Shafter, who has just been confirmed 
by the senate and goes up to the rank of 
brigadier general. 

Lieutenant Colonel Jacob Kline, of the 
Ninth infantry, would have been named 
as the successor of Colonel Kellogg and 
the entire programme would have been 
materially changed. 

The story of the rapid promotion of 
officers and the retirement of others has 
caused a complete revolution in the condi- 
tion of affairs in the army. Beginning 
with the promotion of General Miles, who 
succeeded General Scofield, the changes 
have come in quick succession, and but 
few of the assignments have remained un- 
changed. 

When General Miles was promoted to the 
head of the army, his promotion caused a 
vacancy which was filled by Gemeral 
Thomas H. Ruger. This change placed 
General Ruger second in command of the 
army of the United States. The vocancy 
left by General Ruger was filled by Gen- 
eral Wesley Merritt. Colonel Frank 
Wheaton was carried a rank forward by 
the promotion of General Merritt. 

About three weeks ago General Ruger 
was retired, which left a vacancy that has 
since been filled by the promotion of those 
officers who were ranking next in order. 
These changes brought about the promo- 
tion of Colonel William R. Shafter, in 


command of the First infantry, with head- | 


quarters in San Francisco. The promo- 
tion of Colonel Shafter was pending before 
the senate last Saturday, the day that 
Colonel Kellogg .died. Had the promotion 
been confirmed on that day by the senate, 
Colonel Cook, of the Fourth infantry, 
would have been assigned to the command 
of the First, and the vacancy in the Fifth, 
caused by the death of Colonel Kellogg, 
would have been filled by Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Jacob Kline, who was next in order to 
Colonel Cook, 

* The promotion of Colonel Shafter, how- 
ever, was not acted upon by the senate 
Saturday, and not until Monday was the 
matter passed up, therefore there was no 
vacancy in the First infantry until Mon- 
day, when the command was left vacant 
by the promotion, then confirmed by the 
sanate, of Colonel Shafter. The vacancy 
in the Fifth at Fort McPherson occurred 
Saturday; therefore, Colonel Cook, being 
the next in line of promotion, was assigned 
to Fort McPherson. 

As Colonel Kline was next in line, the 
mext vacancy gave him a transfer and 
promotion. This next vacacy came last 
Monday, only forty-eight hours after Colo 
nel Cook had been ordered to Atlanta, a 
Colonel Kline was assigned to the command 
of the Fifth infantry in California. 

If Colonel Kellogg had lived until Tues- 
day, Colonel Cook would have been as- 
signed to the First and Colonel Kline 
would have been, in the nature of events, 
the successor of Colonel Kellogg, of the 
Fifth. It is a coincidence that is without 
a parallel in the history of the United 
States army, and has caused much com- 
ment in army circles. 

Major Clem Will Say Goodby. 

Major John Clem, assistant quarter- 
master of the army, who has been located 
in Atlanta for several years, will leave 
for Portland, Ore., in about ten days. 

Major Clem will report to the department 
at New Orleans, after which he will go 
directly to the Oregon post to assume 
his active duties. 

Another strange coincidence happens 
again in the chain of changing events. 
When Major Clem came to Atlanta, he 
succeeded Captain Jacobs, who was then 
assistant quartermaster stationed in At- 
lanta. When Major Clem leaves Atlanta, 
he will report to Captain Jacobs, in New 
Orleans, just reversing the manner of 
things. 

“I regret that my residence must be 
changed,” said Major Clem yesterday. “I 
have been im Atlanta long enough to be- 
come thorougu.y identifi with the city 
and her interests. [ have made strong 
friendships, and it caluses me pain to 
leave just at this time. 

“IT have been stationed here, however, 
one year longer than usual, and I should not 
complain. The Oregon post is one of the 
most delightful in the army, and I know I 
shall be pleasantly situated. I will leave 
within the next ten days, and I am now 
busily engaged in getting my office into 
shape. In the event a department is estab- 
lished in the south, I hope I shall be en- 
abled to return again to Atlanta.’’ 

Another Change Comes. 

Among the orders issued by the secre- 
tary of war in Washington yesterday was 
one providing that First Lieutenant 
Thomas M. Defrees, Fifth infantry, report 
in person to Lieutenant Colonel Harry C. 
Egbert, Sixth infantry, president of the 
army retiring board appointed to meet at 
Fort Thomas, Kentucky, at such time as 
he may designate, for examination by the 
board. and upon the conclusion thereof, 
will return to the place of receipt by him 
of this order. 


HEALTH OFFICER RESIGNS. 


Dr. J. C. Lehardy May Succeed W. F. 
Brunner in Savannah. 

Savannah. Ga., April 21.—(Special.)—The 
city council met tonight and accepted the 
resignation of Dr. W. F. Brunner, the 
health offfcer, but failed to elect a succes- 
sor, authorizing the mayor to appoint an 
ad interim officer. It is expected that Dr. 
J. CG. Lehardy will be appointed and that 
his election will follow. 

Dr. Brunner and Dr. Lehardy have beet

Figures from Last Census, Showing 
What Was Produced on the Sub- 
merged Land and the Value 
of Crops and Inm- 
plements. 


Washington, April 21.—The bureau of sta- 
tistics of the treasury department has 
mede the following report on the damage 
caused to agricultural districts by the 
Mississippi river floods: 

“Since the publication on April 12th of 
a statement relative to the agricultural 
interests of the submerged districts of the 
Mississippi valley south of Cairo, Ill, the 
area under water has been considerably 
extended. This extension is below Vicks- 
burg, but on the right or west side of the 
river and is mairfly due to a break 2,000 feet 
in width in the levee at Biggs. The out- 
flow of water at this point has totally sub- 
merged four parishes (counties) of Louisi- 
ana and partially overflowed five others, 
while a break at Lafourche crossing, in 
the southern part of the same state, has 
resulted in the submergence of an addi- 
tional area of nearly 200 square miles in 
Lafourche and Terrabonne parishes. In 
this newly submerged region there was in 
1890 a total population of 82,356, in the pro- 
portion of four colored persons to one white. 
The region contained at the last census 
7,547 farms, with a total area of over 1,000,000 
acres, of which 420,000 were improved. Of 
this last mentioned area 213,000 acres, or 
over one-half, were last year devoted to 
cectton, over 91,000 acres to corn, 6,000 acres 
to sugar cane, 2,000 acres to hay and an 
inconsiderable acreage to other crops. The 
total value of these farms, including fences 
and buidngs, but exclusive of their mova- 
ble equipment, was in 1890 close upon §11,- 
000,000 and the value of the implements 
and‘ machinery upon them was over $600,000. 
On January ist of the present year they 
contained live stock to the value of $1,- 
500,000, and so lately as the ist of March 
last they were estimated to have still on 
hand about $800,000 worth of the crop of 
last season. The total value of the farms 
submerged by the breaks in the levees 
that have occurred since the 10th instant, 
with their farm implements, live stock and 
crops on hand, is therefore close upon 
$14,000,000. 

“This region produced last year nearly 
100,000 bales of cotton, over 9,000,000 pounds 
of sugar, over 1,300,000 bushels of corn, be- 
sides hay. potatoes, oats and other minor 
products, the entire production aggregating 
a value, even at the low prices that Nave 
prevailed, of more than $4,250,000. 

‘The total area submerged at this date 
is over 20,000 square miles. It contained at 
the last census 46,935 farms with a total 
area of 4,904,466 acres, nearly one-half of 
which was improved, and a total popula- 
ticn. agricultural and otherwise, of 42,- 
041. If to the value of its farms, farm build- 
ings and farm machinery, according to the 
census of 1890, there be added the value of 
its live stock on January ist last ($9,174,636) 
and of its products of last season still on 
hand on March Ist last (4,195,119), the total 
of $90,176,177 will represent the approximate 
value of the agricultural property of the 
submerged region. Among the products of 
this region last year were 466,066 bales of 
cotton worth $16,312,060; 12,525,645 bushels of 
corn, worth $3,995,278, and 9,033,878 pounds of 
sugar, worth $271,016. The total productions, 
including minor crops, representing a value 
of $21,782,180 on the plantations.” 


BREAK OF THREE HUNDRED FEET 


Levee at Shipland, Miss., Gives Way to 
the Water. 

GreenviNe, Miss., April 21.—There was 
another break in the levee on the Missis- 
sippi side at Shipland at 1 o’clock this 
morning, forty miles by rail south of 
Greenville. The break will cover a few 
thousand acres of Tand not flooded and will 
add to the volume of water already cover- 
ing most of the lands in its vicinity. The 
levee is ten feet high and the break is 
fully three hundred feet wide. 

There was already more than a foot of 
water on the inside of the levee when it 


gave way. 
MATTERS DAILY GROW WORSE.

CHARGES NOT WITHDRAWN

In making a statement.to the chief of po- 
lice Mr. Veal said that fie.did not go out on 
the train, because he had been attacked 
by highway robbers and assaulted. This 
happened while he was on his way to the 
depot. He had left home sick. He went 
from the depot to the police station and re- 
ported the robbery to Captain Slaughter, 
of the city detective department. He did 
not fearn of his wife’s arrest until’ he re- 
turned home later in the night. 

This made another interesting chapter to 
the story, which will come out in the trial 
this faternoon. 

The whole affair has taken quite a sensa- 
tional turn and the developments are likely 
to prove very interesting. 


FIRE RAGING AT TULLAHOMA. 


Fire at Last Reports Had Done $3060,- 
000 Damages. 

Nashville, Tenn., April 21.—Tullahoma, 
Tenn., south of Nashville, is burning, and 
@ special train left this city with fire en- 
gine and men at 10 o’clock. 

The fire started in the opera house block, 
and at midnight has already caused an es- 
timated damage of $300,000. A high wind 
is blowing, and there is no hope of saving 
the business portion of the town. Last 
reports state that the fire is within four 
buildings of the depot and telegraph office. 

Tullahoma is a thriving town of 2,500 in- 
habitants, on the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louts railroad, seventy-five miles 
south of Nashville. A large number of 
the buildings burned are new, the town 
having suffered severely by fire some 
months ago.

Railway Traffic Nev Ate Working On a 
New Agreement, 


OLD ASSOCIATION “DEFUNCT 


It Is Still Doing Business, but It Is 
Practically Dissolved. 


SOME MACHINERY IS’ WECE SSARY 


Candidates Are Apiupiiting for the 
rmanship of ths Pro- 
posed Bureau. 


The laWyers say that the iieieets States 
Freight Association ts legally dead, though 
it ‘still lives. Traffic men and. attorneys 
representing: all the pfineipal. lines in the 
south met yesterday morning at the Kim- 
ball house and the lawyers explained the 
legal status of the association, while the 
traffle neh listéned and asked quéstions. 

. There were probably forty men present, 
and only two important roads south of the 
Potomac and Ohio and east of the Missis- 
sippi were not represented. These were 
the Seaboard and thé Méniphis and Bir- 
mingham. All the leading coastwise steam- 
ship lines were represented except the Old 


- Dominion. 


It being accepted that the Southern 
States Freight Aégsociation has no further 
legal existence, the next proposition was 
to organize something to take its piace, 
so far as rate making and rate promul- 
gating go. Major J. W. Thomis, president 
of the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louls, presided over the meeting. After 
some discussion it was moved that a com- 
mittee be appointed to draft an agreement 
and submit it. Mr. W. W.. Finlay, vice 
president of the Southern railway, was 
made chairman of this committee. his 
committee took up the Richmond plan 
and bégan to reshape it. All the afternoon 
was spent in trying to get up a new agree- 
ment for a rate bureau. The timffic men 
discussed it, suggested amendments and 
gradually got it into shape. Very little 
of the Richmond plan will be left. The 
agreement to maintain rates had to. be 
omitted. 

So many interests being represented, 
there were many differences of opinion. 
The prevailing sentiment seemed to favor 
a more economical organization. Whether 
the head of the bureau shall be called 
commissioner or chairman was not reach- 
ed, nor was the salary. Some of the roads 
object to an expensive organization, Oth- 
ers hold that a strong traffic man should 
be at the head. The old Association cost 
upward of $100,000 a year. In the bureau 
the expensé will probably be reduced ma- 
terially. There must bé, however, a good 
fate force at work all the time. Evéfy 
one admits that there must be rate mak- 
ing and promulgating machinery. With- 
out such an. organization the public, as 
well as the roads themselves, would bé 
greatly incohvenienced.. The rate situa- 
tion Would be demoralized And it would 
be very difficult to make and quote fates. 

At 8 a’elock tht meeting adjourned until 


1L.o’clock. The work which has been done 


Will be submitted to the ‘lawyers. They 
Will probably hold a conference this morn- 
ing after the meeting. 

If a bureau’ can be formed now it will 
probably be substituted for the assoctation, 
although the latter’s year does not expire 
until July 3ist. Commissioner Haines Has 
a contract with the association until July 
3ist. He did not attend yesterday’s meet- 
ings and has not said whether he would 
accépt the chairmanship of the bureau if 
it were offered him. The gossip around the 
Kimball yesterday among the railway men 
was that Colonel Haines contemplated a 
trip to Europe the coming summer and 
had intended to resign, even though the 
association had run on intact. It is very 
certain, though, that the commissioner 
has not expressed any purpose of resign- 
ing or of remaining. 

He is well fixed financially and ts inde- 
pendent. He is not making any race for 
the chairmanship of the proposed bureau, 
but other names are héard, among them 
Mr. Sam Parrott, formerly feceiver of 
the Columbus Southern, and Mr. Savage, 
formerty with the Central of Georgia.

J. P. Morgan Will Refund the New 
York Central Bonds. 

The New York Central and the New 
York and Harlem railroad companies have 
arranged with J. P. Morgan & Co. and its 
London branch to fund their bonds. 
The companics will issue 10-year gold 
bonds bearing 8% per cent interest. ; 

The New York and Harlem stockholders 
will meet on May 18th and the New York 
Central stockholders on May 2th to ratify 
the action of the directors. The New York 
Central will-make a new loan for $100,000,- 
000, of which $15,000,000 will be reserved for 
new construction after 189. The remain- 
ing $85,000,000 will be used to take up the 
existing bonds, and any part of this 
amount not so used will be sold for cash. 
The New York and Harlem bonds will be 
for the present amount, viz, $12,000,000. 
The two new loans together will, there- 
fore, aggregate $112,000,000. 

The annual interest on the New York 
Cehtral bonds at present outstanding is 
$4,153,776. Interest on $85,000,000 3% per cent 
bonds will be $2,975,000. The saving in in- 
terest will thus be $1,178,776 per annum. 
The annual terest 6n the present New 
York and Harlem bonds is $840,000. Inter- 
est on the 3% per cent bonds Will be $490,- 
00). The saving in interest for both the 
New York Central and the Harlem roads 
will be $1,598,776 a year. The terms of the 
conyersion we the New York Central and 
the Harlem bonds will be announced later.

Yesterday he was a figure in a most sen- 
gational and unexpected development in the 
case. 

: He denied absolutely that there had ever 
been any engagement between himself and 
Miss Nina Romeyn, the charming daughter 
of Captain Henry Romeyn, the officer now 
accused before the courtmartial. This de- 


nial was sweeping and absolute. It was 


-whade under circumstances of a rather un- 


usual nature. It was accompanied by the 
admission that while he had never been 
engaged to Miss Romeyn he had ask- 
ed her father for her hand in marriage 
and had obtained his consent. This extra- 
ordinarily contradictory state of affairs he 
explained by a most interesting story, 
which both Captain Romeyn § and his 
daughter denounce as being absolutely 
false. 

The story which revolves around this de- 
‘nial’ of the voung lieutenant is far more 
sensational than any feature of the testi- 
mony brought out at yesterday’s trial. 
The story is here given in consecutive de- 
tails. 

Young Mr. Bamford, who, by the way, 
is one of the handsomest young men in the 
army, Was an early caller at The ‘Constitu- 
tion office yesterday morning. The young 
lieutenant came in to say that the story 
that he had ever been engaged to Miss 
Remeyn was without foundation. 

“I wish to state for publication,” said 
he, in very emphatic tones, “‘that the state- 
ment which has been frequently published 
that I had been engaged to Miss Romeyn 
is untrue. 

“I have never been engaged to her. Yes, 
I am aware that such a report has been 
current for several months. I am aware 
also that it has been generally accepted 
as true. I knew of this state of things. I’ 
had heard from a number of my friends 
of the reported engagement and did not 
deny it to quite a number who spoke to me 


about aS 


“The matter has now reached a point 
where I wish to make public denial of it. 
Piease say for me that I was never engaged 
te Miss Romeyn. I wish to make this 
Statement in view of the fact that it has so 
frequently been published that such a 
thing was true.” 

The Report Was General. 

That a gallant young army officer should 
make such a statement for publication 
when the report had become so general and 
had received such publicity was an unex- 
pected development in the case and the 
explanation which Lieutenant Bamford of- 
fered furnishes a not entirely consistent 
Slory of his part in the romance. 

It would take considerable space to give 
here the long series of questions and an- 


_ SWers which brought out the leutenant’s 


version of the affair and it is presented 
here in abbreviated form only. 

Lieutenant Bamford stated that he had 
Known Miss Romeyn since he had been at 
Fort McPherson, which has covered a pe- 
riod of about three years. They had been 
Unusually good friends. He had seen a 
STeat deal of Miss Romeyn; had been a con- 
Stant visitor at Captain Romeyn’s quarters, 
and he admitted the fact that his attentions 
to her were of such a constant nature as 
‘© Warrant the belief throughout the gar- 
Tison that they were engaged. 

This report did become current through- 
Out the post. It is not too much to say that 
lt was heard and believed in nearly all of 
the officers’ quarters at Fort McPherson. 
Many friends of the young lieutenant in 
the social circles at the post, including some 
of the leading officers at Fort McPherson, 
SPoke to Lieutenant Bamford about his 
reported engagement. Not a few of them 
offered their hearty congratulations to the 
young soldier upon winning such a charm- 
ing bride. These congratulations Lieuten- 
ant Bamford accepted, offering no word of 
denial and admitting by his silence, if not 
by words, the truth of the report.

Cap- 
tain Romeyn, in his stiff reply to Lieuten- 
ant O’Brien’s demand for a retraction of 
what he had said concerning Mrs. O’Brien, 
spoke of breaking the engagement between 
Lieutenant Bamford and his daughter as if 
it were a matter known to the lieutenant 
as apparently it was to the rest of the 
fort. 
What Lieutenant Bamford Says. 

Upon the heels of this situation the de- 
nial of Lieutenant Bamford grows doubly 
interesting. Explaining this in part Lieu- 
tenant Bamford said: 

“It was believed by many that I was 
engaged to Miss Romeyn. Several of my 
friends congratulated me. When they did 
so I made no denial of it. I allowed them 
to do so, but I afterwards spoke to Miss 
Romeyn about it and asked her to please 
give it out around the garrison that the 
engagement had been broken off. I did this 
notwithstanding the fact that no engage- 
ment had ever existed. She refused to 


do so. 

“Yes, it is also true that Captain Romeyn 
ordered me from his house. These were the 
circumstances. Owing to certain alterca- 
tions between Captain Romeyn and myself 
I had not been a visitor for some time at 
his house. I received a note from Miss 
Romeyn asking me to call, as she wished 
to speak to me about a matter. _ 

A little later I met Mrs. Romeyn and she 
repeated the statement that her daughter 
desired to see me and I called at Captain 
Romeyn’s quarters. 

“T had been sitting in Captain Romeyn’s 
parlor talking, with Miss Romeyn but a 
few moments when the captain entered. 
He said, ‘Lieutenant Bamford, I must or- 
der you from my house.’ I said, ‘Captain 
Romeyn, I will leave your house gladly. 
I am here by invitation of Miss Romeyn. 
I think your conduct is most ungentle- 
manly.’ With this I left. 

“That afternoon just after the retreat I 
approached Captain Romeyn on the pa- 
rade ground. I said to him, ‘Captain Ro- 
meyn, I think you have acted the part of 
a cur in ordering me from your house as 
you did this morning.’ ‘You have acted a 
cur yourself, sir,’ said Captain Romeyn. I 
told him that was false and that ended the 
incident. 

“Tl am aware that many will criticise 
me for speaking in this way to a man so 
much my superior in age-as is Captain 
Romeyn, but he had insulted me and I did 
not consider that his age was any protec- 
tion for him.”’ 

Lieutenant Bamford repeated his request 
that a denial be made of the report which 
had been given and he returned to the 
Ea ee | 
It was in the afternoon after the ad- 
journment of the courtmartial that Miss 
Romeyn was seen and told of Lieutenant 
Bamford’s statement. She was overcome 
with indignation when his statement was 
repeated to her. 

“It is false,”’ she said, with great em- 
phasis. “It is false. How can ‘he say 
such a thing? How can he put me in such 
a position? What he says is absolutely 
untrue, as many people here in the post 
can tell you.” 

Miss Romeyn’s indignation grew more 
and more intense as she thought of the 
matter and she denounced the lieutenant's 
action. 

“Tt is not a matter of which I am proud, 
goodness knows,” she said, ‘‘but as I have 


‘said that 1 was engaged to him I cannot 


be put in this position. It is cowardly. I 
certainly am not proud of the fact that I 
ever was engaged to him. ‘I regret it 
deeply, but as it has gone out to the world 
that such was the fact I cannot understand 
how he could make such a statement now. 

“Why, it is simply astounding,’’ contin- 
ued Miss Romeyn. “It is beyond belief. 
Why, he has admitted it to a number of 
friends. |He has admitted it in my pres- 
He asked father for his consent 
His statement is false.”’ 

If Miss Romeyn was intensely exercised 
over this report, Captain Romeyn was un- 
speakably enraged. 

Captain Romeyn Indignant. 
When he was told that Lieutenant Bam-

tion denying that he had ever been en- 
gaged to Miss Romeyn he .sprang to his 
feet in anger. . 

The eyes of the veteran warrior fiashed 
like a brilliant spark of electricity.

He read 
a letter which he had written to Lieuten- 
ant Bamford withdrawing his consent to 
the engagement. He told how he had or- 
dered Lieutenant Bamford from his house 
and stated that he had afterwards had a 
fiery interview with the lieutenant on the 
parade ground. 

Miss Romeyn deciared that many people 
in the post had had it from the Heutenant 
himself that he had been engaged to her.

As Miss Romeyn hurried atong the pret- 
ty white walk in front of the officers’ 
quarters the ladies in many of the quarters 
spoke to her pleasantly, several of them 
coming out to the walk to give her a 
pleasant greeting. As she went along a 
bright faced little girl, the nine-year-old 
daughter of Officer Kimball, ran out to 
her and held up a pretty bunch of wild 
flowers which she had gathered, present- 
ing them to Miss Romeyn tin a charmingly 
naive manner. 

“Thank you, sweetheart,’’ said Miss Ro- 
meyn, as she took the child’s pretty bou- 
I hurried along. This pretty little 
incident proves that there are hearts that 
beat true to the captain’s daughter. 

Tell of the Engagement. 

Nearly a dozen friends of Miss Romeyn 
and of Lieutenant Bamford stated to the 
representative of The Constitution that 
they had believed that there had been an 
engagement between the young lady and 
the lieutenant. One lady, the wife of one 
of the most prominent officers, stated that 
Lieutenant Bamford had acknowledged as 
much to herself and her husband. Another 
lady stated that she had all along had the 
impression from Lieutenant Bamford's 
acts that they were engaged. One officer 
stated that Lieutenant Bamford had stat- 
ed to him that he had asked Captain Ro- 
meyn for Miss Romeyn’s hand in mar- 
Statements showing that the im- 
pression was general that the engagement 
had existed were made by nearly a dozen 
ladies and officers at the post. 

Lieutenant Bamford was seen later at his 
quarters and told of the statements that 
had been made at the post. He said: 

‘That does not alter my original state- 
ment. There never was an engagement. 

‘T admit that I did ask Captain Romeyn 
for his consent to my marriage with his 
daughter. I did this. after I had several 
times been approached by my friends and 
congratulated on my engagement. As I 
said, I did not deny the engagement. I 
preferred that Miss Romeyn should do 
that to give color to the stories that were 
in circulation. I went to Captain Romeyn 
and asked for his consent. I then went 
to Miss Romeyn and asked that she state 
that the engagement had been broken off. 
As I said, I visited there very infrequently 
afterwards and called there in response “%o 
wn letter on the day when Captain Romeyn 
ordered me to leave. That is all there is 
to the matter.”’ 

A lively sequel to this may come in the 
placing of Lieutenant Bamford on the 
stand, when he will be closely questioned 


-eoncerning all the facts connected with 


this feature of the story. It Is not certain 
that he will appear, as he has not yet 
been summoned. 

The entire post is in a ferment over -the 
reports. A state of war could not excite 
matters worse. Even the dress parade 
was called off yesterday afternoon after 
quite a large party from the city had 
gathered. As the companies had formed 
an officer appeared on the parade ground 
with a fiag indicating that. the dress pa- 
rade had been called off for the afternoon. 
Not in the history of the army,has there 
been such a state of excitement over a post

“Well, sir, I believe I prefer to.call him 
as a witness for the defense, and therefore 
have no more questions to ask just at 
present.’’ 

With this Lieutenant O’Brien was ex- 
cused and left the courtroom. | 

Surgeon Taylor’s Part. 

The next witness called was Major Blair 
D. Taylor, post surgeon at Fort McPher- 
son. Major Taylor gave some of the most 
interesting and important testimony that 
has so far’ beén brought out at the trial. 

‘Major Taylor, did you say to Captain 
Romeyn at any timé that you would not 
allow your daughter to accept an invita- 
tion to a dinner given by Mrs. O’Brien, 
or to visit that lady at her husband’s quar- 
ters?’”’ asked the advocate. 

‘What I said was this: I said to Captain 
Romeyn that I was glad my daughter 
had not accepted the invitation to dinner; 
that there had been considerable’ talk 
around the garrison concerning Mrs. 
O’Brien and Lieutenant Bamford, I believe, 
and under the circumstances I preferred 
that she should not go, as a young girl 
could not be too careful.” 

“Did you say you would not allow her 
to accept the invitation?’ 

“TT don’t think I did.”’ 

“Did you say you would not allow her 
to enter Lieutenant and Mrs. O’Brien’s 
quarters?” 

“No, I did not.” 

“Why did your daughter decHne the in- 
vitation?’’ : 

“She declined, saying that she had an- 
other engagement, which she did have.’’ 

“Did she perform any other social func- 
tion relative to the dinner?’’ 

“Yes, she made a party call to 
O’Brien house.”’ 

‘Was the statement made by you to 
Captain Romeyn ifitended as an ostracism 
to the O’Briens?’’ 

“No. As a matter of fact, I have not os- 
tracised them. My daughter. has called 
on Mrs. O’Brien, and Lieutenant O’Brien 
has called at my house to see my brother- 
in-law, and we returned the courtesy.”’ 

The witness was then turned aver to 
Captain Romeyn for cross, examination. 

‘Major, were you aware that your daugh- 
ter was going to make that party call that 
you refer to?’’ 

“I was, and advised her to do so.” 

“Did you, or did you not, say to me, 
while standing near the window ith my 
house, being there on a professional visit, 
to see my daughter, who was ill, that you 
would not allow your daughter to accept 
an invitation to the O’Briens’ dinner party, 
or allow her to associate with them?’ 

‘TI did not say just what you have re- 
peated. I said I preferred that my daugh- 
ter should not accept their invitation.” 

Major Myrick Goes to the Point. 

Major Myrick, a member of the court, 
then fired a decidedly pointed question at 
the witness. Said he: 

“Major, if your daughter had not had 
another engagement, and had referred to 
you as to whether or not she should ac- 
cept the invitation to the dinner, what 
would you have done?’ 

“I should have advised her not to accept 
a" 

“W-h-y?” 

“On account of the gossip. I did not 
want my daughter mixed up in it. Not 
that I believed Mrs. O’Brien a bad woman, 
or that I desired to oastracise them. 

“I want to say that I don’t believe Cap- 
tain Romeyn has any intention of misrep- 
resenting me in this matter, but think he 
has looked through his own spectacles 
rather than mine.” 

Major Myrick then asked another ques- 
tion:

She was talking of a dinner party that 
was to be given by Mrs. O’Brien, and said 
a great many of the people at the garri- 
som were going to attend. I said: ‘My 
daughter is not.’ To this Mrs. Romeyn 
said: ‘I thank you, doctor.’ 

“It might be possible from what I said 
that Captain . Romeyn inferred that I 
would not allow my daughter to go. One 
point I want to make clear is that the rea- 
son I preferred that my daughter should 
not attend the O’Brien dinner was not be- 
cause I thought Mrs. O’Brien an improper 
person, but simply on account of the gos- 
sip.”’ 

Major Porter Throws Light. 
Major Charles Porter, commanding the 
Fifth regiment, was the next witness 
called. His testimony was confined strictly 
to a story of the encounter between Cap- 
tain Romeyn and Lieutenant O’Brien, 
“Major Porter, did you witness an en- 
counter one afternoon on the parade 
ground between Lieutenant O’Brien and 
the accused?’’ 

“It was on the evening of Wednesday, 
February 17, 1897. I was in command of the 
dress parade of the regiment. The parade 
had just been dismissed, and the officers 
were dispersing. I noticed Lieutenant 
O’Brien facing a group of officers and 
heard him say: ‘I denounce Captain Ro- 
meyn, Fifth infantry.’ If he said anything 
further, I did not hear him. Captain Ro- 
meyn rushed past me, and before I could 
realize what was abaut to happen or do 
anything “o prevent it, he had struck 
Lieutenant O’Brien with his open hand, I 
think. I grabbed Captain Romeyn just 
after he struck the blow, and ordered 
him to his quarters under arrest. 

“I reported the occurrence to the com- 
manding officer, and he approved my ac 
tion in the matter. Afterwards I suggested 
to Colonel Russell, who was then in com- 
mand of the regiment, that Captain Ro- 
meyn be released in order that the two men 
might be on equal footing. He agreed with 
me, and I ordered that Captain Romeyn 
be released, which was done.”’ 

As To Romeyn’s Arrest. 

Major Porter was then cross-examined 
by Captain Romeyn. 

“How long was I under arrest from that 
time up to the present day?’ 

“You was under arrest not over half 
an hour.’”’ 

“Which side of the face and with which 
hand did I strike Lieutenant O’Brien?” 

“It was on the right side of the face, 
and with the left hand.”’ 

‘Major, what do you mean by putting us 
on an equal footing? That we were equally 
culpable in the offense?’ 

“Merely that when the commanding 
officer came to investigate the matter, both 
ef you would be on the same footing. I 
had not formed any opinion as to the en- 
counter, or as to who was to blame.”’ 

“How far were you from the men when

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Hawaii’s Mixed Population. 

In connection with the movement to 
extend our national protection over the 
Hawaiian islands, it is interesting to 
note the mixed character of their popu- 
lation. - 

From the records of the state depart- 
ment at Washington it is learned that 
the total population of these islands is 
109,020 based upon a census taken some 
few months ago. Not less than a dozen 
nationalities are represented in the busy 
life of the Hawaiian group, the princi- 
pal ones being Japanese, Chinese and 
native Hawaiians. In the following ta- 
ble a complete inventory of these vari- 
ous elements is given:

From the foregoing table it appears 
that the sexes as well as the different 
nationalities are somewhat unevenly 
divided, the population of males to fe- 
males being 2 to 1. This is due to the 
fact that quite a large element of the 
population is made up of adventurers 
and fortune hunters. Especially is this 
observation true of the Japanese and 
Chinese, who have flocked to the islands 
in large numbers within the last few 
years, leaving their female relatives at 
home. With respect to the other races 
on the islands, there is a proper adjust- 
ment between the sexes, making it evi- 
dent, therefore, that the disparity set 
forth in the above table is due solely to 
the preponderance of male orlentals. 

In sharp contrast with some of the 
other nations represented is the small 
number of Americans on the islands. 
But while the American element iz com- 
paratively small, it, virtually controls 
the industry and commerce of the is- 
lands and is largely responsib's for the 
present movement looking toward 
annexation. As the movement is one 
which has been growing steadilv fer 
some time, it is well that our rea‘iers 
should be apprised of the facts in re- 
gard to the population of these islands. 
The principal export of the isiands is 
sugar. 
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Greece and Turkey Contrasted. 

While the martial spirit which ani- 
mates the Greek army in the campaign 
which has just opened recalls, in some 
measure, the Greece of two thousand 
years ago, it cannot be denied that the 
resources of the kingdom are ill-pro- 
portioned to its ardor in the present 
crisis and that on this account the odds 
are decidedly in favor of the Turks. 

The entire population of Greece, ac- 
cording to the last official census, is 
only 2,187,208, or barely more than the 
state of Georgia. On the other hand, 
Turkey, including both European and 
Asiatic sub-divisions, has a population 
of 27,688,000 and is, therefore, more 
than twelve times the size of Greecé 
numerically. On a peace footing the 
Greek army is 25,000 strong; on a war 
footing, 100,000. The Turkish army, 
hawever, is vastly greater. On a peace 
footing it numbers something over 
100,000 and on a war footing at least 
700,000. (Most decidedly, according to 
these figures, the odds are in favor of 
Turkey. 

But what of the naval resources of 
the two countries? Although neither 
Greece nor Turkey possesses a strong 
fleet in the modern sense of that term, 
the Greek navy is perhaps the more ef

| junction with other things it becomes 
evident that Greece has committed her- 
self to a very rash undertaking. 
But the cause of the plucky 
kingdom, in the present crisis, is the 
cause of humanity and civilization, and 
this in itself is an element of strength 
which cannot be overlooked. More 
than once has Greece in o battle de- 
feated armies vastly superior to-her own, 
and what has been accomplished onc® 
may be accomplished again. Still an- 
other thing to be considered is the like- 
lihood of re-enforcements. If the Bal- 
kan states decide to espouse the cause 
of Greece the situation will be materi- 
ally affected thereby, if not indeed act- 
ually determined in favor of Greece. 
Up to the present time Greece has 
displayed almost superhuman courage in 
her grapple with Turkey, and it may 
be that the heroism of her troops will 
yet triumph over the ferocious Moslem. 
In the name of humanity and of the 
Christian religion, may i be even 80; 
but reverting to the fears which we ex- 
i pressed in the beginning, the outlook is 
rather dark for the little kingdom.

SOME FACTS ABOUT GREECE. 


It has a population of 2,187,208. 
It is called “Hellas” by its people. 
The mean temperature of Greece is 64 


degrees Fahrenheit. 

No part of Greece fs forty miles from the 
sea or ten from the hills. 

About one-half of the population are 


agriculturists and shepherds. 

It has an area of 24,977 square miles. 

It is the only country in the world whose 
armies are provided with the Gras guns 
and paper-covered cartridges. 

The Greek flag is a white cross on a blue 
ground—the Bavarian colors and the Greek 


cross. 

Greece is more thickly populated than 
any other country in Europe, with the ex- 
ception of Sweden and Prussia. 

It has few rivers and many hills. None 
of the former is navigable, and many of 
the latter are fortified. 

Its present boundary limits were deter- 
mined by an arrangement among Great 
Britain, France, Russia and Turkey con- 
cluded at Constantinople on July 21, 1832. 

Only about 70,000 of the inhabitants speak 
any language other than Greek, and only 
about 20,000 profess any religion other than 
the orthodox. 

The chief characteristics of the average 
Greek are his inquisitiveness, fondness for 
excitement, love of discussion, desire for 
knowledge, an aptitude for learning and 
aggressive patriotism. 

The climate has two striking peculiarities 
—the heat in summer andthe cold in win- 
ter are far more intense than those of 
any other country in the world lying in 
the same latitude. Gell once remarked 
that in traveling through the Morea in 
March he found “‘summer in Messenla, 
spring in Laconia and winter in Arcadia, 
without having moved beyond a radius of 
sixty miles.’’

It was a fair price and the city lost 
nothing by the trade.

The attorneys for the city propose to go 


into every feature of the case and they . 


will attempt to show that the irregularities 
charged actually occurred. Other charges 
may be made as the case proceeds. 

The city will hinge its case principally 
upon the ground that the city paid for a 
great deal more stuff than was delivered 
at the dumping ground and that Chief Veal 
is responsible for this. He will be held 
accountable for the loose methods said to 
have been in vogue, and it is said that the 
plaintiffs will make a strong point that 
the Inepector has been incompetent end 
negligent in the performance of his dutiés. 

It is evident that the case will last a long 
time. All of the session last night was 
occupied in hearing the testimony of Su- 
perintendent Waldron, and the prosecution 
is not near through with him yet. 

A great many witnesses are to be ex- 
amined. 

Superintendent Waldron Testifies. 

Superintendent R. D. Waldron, of the 
dumping grounds, was the first and only 
witness put upon the stand last night. 
He had been superintendent at the dump- 
ing grounds four years. He explained his 
duties for the benefit of the board. He re- 
viewed the system of weighing and keep- 
ing account of the stuffs sent to the 
dumping ground, telling how the books 
were kept and how reports were made to 
the sanitary dep rtment. The evidence of 
Mr. Waldron was mainly confined to the 
detail workings of the department and 
there was little of importance brought out 
during the investigation. 

He said he simply kept one of the books 
for his own knowledge and amusement, in 
response to a querry by Mr. Westmoreland. 
He said he had rather the book had been 
kept correctly, but sometimes got in a 
hurry and could not give it the proper 
attention. He said an error had been dis- 
covered in the book Tuesday morning, 
where a 9,000 pound shortage trans-ction 
had not been entereé on the book ard left 
uncorrected. He said he bought ths book 
in question with his own money. He said 
he went to Judge Van Epps’s office Tues- 
day to look at the book and he and the 
judge found several mistakes in the en- 
tries. 


A Horse Trade with Marks. 


The witness said he could not remember 
how many horses he owned and kept at 
the dumping grounds in 1896, but in 1895 he 
owned three. Afterwards he remembered 
that he owned one horse in 1896. He sold 
S. Marks a horse which was afterwards 
bought by Veal and returned to the dump- 
ing grounds. He got $70 for the horse and 
he understood that the city paid Marks 
$85 for the animal shortly afterwards. He 
had told Mr. Veal that he formerly owned 
the horse. He kept a horse at the city 
stable a short time. The horse ate some 
of the city’s feed—not much. It was cared 
for by the city hands. He put the horse 
in the city stables when the animal had 
a “shipping cold.” It was not distemper, 
as stated by the attorney. 

The witness said on« of Mr. Veal’s horses 
was fed out of the city’s feed stuff. 

He and Mr. Veai had an agreement that 


the city was to feed his horse and he was | 


to feed the city dogs. He kept after Mr. 
Veal about it and the inspector told him it 
didn’t amount to much. Veal had a bay 
horse there at one time. The horse was 
soild to Dr. McRae, he thought. The 


horse gained sixty pounds at the stable, 


eating the city’s’ stiff. 

He said Miss Cohen kept a horse at the 
city stable. He said the city’s feed was 
sent to the city stable from the dumping 
ground without record being kept of it. 
The negro driver could have stolen some 
of the stuff on the way to the city with it. 

Witness said when he was before the 
special committee he was rattled and was 
afraid to own his books. He might have 
said certain things which he didn’t mean 
to say. 

He said the dumping ground blacksmith 
fixed Mr. Veal’s buggies all the time. Some- 
times the city’s material was used in re- 
pairing the vehicles and sometimes Mr. 
Veal would send material with the bug- 
gies. Miss Cohen's buggy was fixed there 
one time. She paid for the work. 

Howland’s horses were kept at the stables 
sometimes. 

He didn’t remember when Judge Dorsey 
bought a horse out there. All he knew 
about the Dorsey trade was hearsay. He 
knew there was a horse at the stables 
which belonged to the city and was after- 
wards the judge’s possession. The judge 
drove the horse to the barbecue last year. 
He sold a horse to Judge Dorsey sent out 
to the stable and sent the money to Mr. 
Veal. 

He didn't know about a horse Dr. Avary 
got from the city. He did remember a 
horse the city got from Dr. Avary. The 
anfmal was not perfectly sound when 
brought to him. 

At this point the board adjourned until 
this afternoon. 

Mr. Veal Explains. 

When asked about the new charge that he 
sold horses belonging to the city and made 
no record of the transaction, failing to 
turn the money into the treasury, Chief 
Veal said that the charge was easily ex- 


plained. He said when the horses were | 


sold the proceeds were used in purchasing 
new horses and that no record was kept 
of ‘the transactions. The money was turned 
over and used by.the board in the pur- 
chase of other horses. , 

During the trial last night Councilman 
Peters, Alderman Dimmock, Councilman 
Thompson, Councilman Stephens and oth- 
ers were present and they were attentive 
listeners to the testimony.

The only man in America who has suc- 
ceeded in floating bonds for the construc- 
tion of a long line ct railroad during the 
last few months is a Georgian, Colonel 
Joseph W. Woolfolk, formerly of Colum- 
bus.-He got the Mobile and Ohio to guar- 
antee $4,000,000 of bonds for the construc- 
tion of a new road from Montgomery, Ala., 
to Columbus, Miss., a distance of 150 miles. 
Trts road is now under contract and work 
on it is going forward with a rush. The 
line penetrates virgin country and passes 
through some counties which have never 
had a railroad before. 

Colonel Woolfolk’s success in financiering 
this project has made him more conspicu- 
ous than if he had obtained five times as 
much actual capital in ordinary times.

Then 
he built the Alabama Midland, which he

OLD HOME PLACE BOUGHT BY M. L. COLLIER 


Alfred Austell Pays $35,000 for One- 
Fourth Interest in a Building at 
Pryor and Decatur. 


Yesterday was a big day for real estate 
in Atlanta, and some of the largest deals 
made in some time were effected. 

Besides the sale of the large Collier es- 
tate, one-fourth interest in the Austell 
building at the corner of Pryor and Deca- 
tur streets, now occupied by the Coleman, 
Burden & Warthen Company, was sold 
for $35,000. 

The Collier property is one of the most 
extensive estates in the city and was 
purchasers, and the 
interest in the Austell building was bought 
by Mr. Alfred Austell. 

The sale of the Collier estate was con- 
ducted by Mr. J. C. Hendrix, of the firm 
of J. C. Hendrix & Co. As there were so 
many different lots to be sold, the sale 
lasted nearly all the day after it was start- 
ed, a little before 12 o'clock. 

The store on Whitehall street occupied 
by the Wood & Beaumont Stove Company, 
which is the largest and most valuable 
part of the Collier estate, was the first 
to be sold. The building was bouznt by 
Mr. E. P. Chamberlin, who bid $67,895 as a 
closing bid. 

The bidding for this piece of property 
was quite lively and a good sized crowd 
was collected around the auctioneer’s ta- 
ble. 

Although a great deal of interest was 
manifested, the bidding was confined al- 
most entirely to three gentlemen. These 
were Mr. George W. Parrott, Mr. Will 
Rawson and Mr. E. P. Chamberlin, and 
they kept the bidding going at a brisk 
pace until the place was finally knocked 
dowa to.Mr. Chambertin. 

The first bidder was Mr. George W. Par- 
rott, who offered $40,000 as a starter. His 
bid was quickly raised by Mr. Chamberlin, 
who sang out $41,000 as his bid. 

Mr. Will Rawson, of the Gate City Cof- 
fin factory, was the next to bid. He evi- 
dently thought the sale was going too 
slow, for he raised Mr. Chamberlin's bid 
to $45,000 at one jump. This started the 
ball and got the bidders on their nerves. 
As fast as one would cry out his bid, an- 
other would raise it a thousand until Mr. 
Rawson bid $56,000, when the bids drop- 


| ped down to $100 and $200. 


After the bids had run up the price to 
$57,000, Mr. Parrott quit bidding and left 
the field.open to the two other bidders, 
who kept raising each other a hundred 
or so at a time until the prive reached 
sixty odd thousand, when the bidders re- 
duced their bids to. $ and $10 and kept 
the price slowly raising until the store 
was knocked off by Auctioneer Hendrix to 
Mr. Chamberlin for $67,895. 

Collier Home Sold. 

The place bought by Mr. Chamberlin is 
situated on Whitehall street, between Hun- 
ter and Mitchell streets. It has a frontage 
of fifty-four feet on Whitehall and runs 


back to Broad street, 176 feet, and extends 
along Broad street for fifty-three feet and 


seven inches. 

The next place to be sold was the Collier 
farm, which consists of one hundred and 
eighteen acres of land, situated just back 
of Brookwood and ddjoining the property 
of Joseph Thompson. This place is quite 
valuable, both on account of its location 
and the good farming quality of the land. 
When it was put up for sale the bidding 
was light and it was finally sold to Mr. 
George W. Parrott for .$4,433. 

Mr. Parrott will improve the place and 
make it one of the prettiest places around 
the city. 

The home place of the Colliers on Nelson 
street was bought by M. L, Collier for 
$8,300. The lot adjoining the home was 
also bought by him for $3,500. 

Other Lots Sold. 

Mayor Collier bought the lot adjoining the 
home on the other side for $3,200. 

A vacant lot on Nelson street was knock- 
ed off to A. C. Beall for $2,025. 

A lot adjoining the one bought by Mr. 
Beall was bought by John Collier for $2,550. 

Dr. McRae bought*the ten-roomh house on 
Nelson street for $4,476. 

One of the vacant lots on Haynes street 
was sold to Mary H. Greenleaf for $1,220. 

George W..-Poole bought the six-room 
house on Haynes street for $2,410. 


The seven-room house at the corner of 
Chappell and Haynes street was sold to F. 


W. McRae for $2,%6. 

Dr. McRae bought the lot in the rear of 
this house, on Chappell, for $1,710. 

The two next lots on Chappell street 
were bought by John Collier for $1,570 each. 
Dr. McRae bought the next vacant lot on 
Chappell for $1,566. 

The long strip of land between Nelson 
street amd the railroad was also bought by 
Dr. McRae at a price of $2,225. Mayor Col- 
lier bought four of the eight small lots near 
the electric plant for $85 each. 

The other four were sold to W. &. Broth- 
erton at 2 price of $105 each for two of 
them and $100 for the remaining two. 

The aggregate amount realized from the 
sale of all the property was $112,443. 

This is regarded as a very good price for 
auction sales, and Mr. Hendrix, who sold 
the property, said that he thought the és- 
tate brought very fair prices.

Convicted Pawnbroker 1s Released from 
dail Yesterday. 


MANY SIGNED THE BOND 


Springer Was Indicted Upon the 
Charge of Receiving Stolen Goods, 


JUDGE CANDLER GIVES HIM FIVE YEARS 


Busy Day in the Courts Yesterday 
and Many Cases Came Up for 
Disposal. 


Pawnbroker W. Springer, indicted for re- 
ceiving stolen goods, has succeeded in giv- 
ing bond, and yesterday afternoon he was 
liberated from the Fulton county jail. 

When Judge Candler denied, the motion 
for new trial in the case, Springer’s bond 
was placed at $1,500, and yesterday morn- 
ing the necessary bond was signed up end 
the order of Judge Candler was served 
upon the jailer. 

The bond of Springer is probably one of 
the strongest bonds that has ever been 
made in this county. It bears the signa- 
tures of eleven business men of the city. 
The securities are as follows: Jacob Haas, 
Isaac Liebman, B. J. Eliseman, Louis 
Newelt, Oscar Pappenheimer, A. L. Furs- 
terburg, M. Kutz, M. Frank, Albert Steiner 
and Sigmun Pappenheimer. . 

Springer is under sentence of the su- 
pertor criminal court for the part he play- 
ed in the robbery of the store of Draper & 
Moore. The arrest, trial and conviction of 
Willie Saunders resulted in the arrest of 
Pawnbroker Springer, who Saunders 
swore received the stolen goods and dis- 
posed of them. 

At the last special term of the criminal 
court Springer was placed on trial before 
Judge Candler upon an indictment which 
was returned by the grand jury. Springer 
plead not guilty to the charges, declaring 
that it was not he, but another man who 
received the goods. The person Springer 
testified received the goods could not be 
placed and the detectives were of the 
opinion that the other Man was a Brown 
Allen in the case. 

Springer was convicted and was sen- 
tenced to serve a term of five years in the 
state penitentiary. Motion for new trial 
was filed by his counsel, Attorneys Hoke 
Smith, H. C. Peeples and Robert J. Jordan. 
This motion was argued séveral days ago, 
but no decision was handed down in the 


case until Judge Candler returned from his - 


vacation in Florida. The decision was 
handed down Tuesday afternoon, which 
was adverse to the motion. 

The case will now go to the supreme 
court and an effort will be made to secure 
another trial for Springer. It is claimed 
by the defense that Springer was innocent 
of receiving the stolen goods, he not know- 
ing that they were stolen. Saunders testi- 
fied that Springer was into’ the conspiracy, 
and. that it was the piiwnbroker who 
agreed to aid the robbery by receiving the 
goods and disposing of them as fast as 
they were stolen. Nearly all of the goods 
stolen by Saunders and the negro were 
carried to the store of Springer, on Decatur 
street, 90 Saunders testified. 


Defendant Files Exceptions. 

A bill of exceptions was filed yesterday 
to the findings of Auditor Luther Z, 
Rosser by the Georgia Mining, Manufac- 
turing and Investment Company. The bill 
was filed by the attorneys representing the 
company, Messrs. Bishop and Hill. 

The exceptions are exceptions of fact, 
and ask the court to set aside the finding 
of Auditor Rosser in regard to the amount 
due the state. 

In his report to the court, Auditor Rosser 
found that there was on February 27, 1897, 
en indebtedness against the receivership 
by open account in the principal sum of 
$30,172.81, and that this amount carried in- 
terest at the rate of 7 per cemt per annum. 

The substance of the bill of exception is 
as follows: 

“Defendant saith that there was due by 
the receiver to the state of Georgia the 
sum of $12,828.82 for comvict rental, which 
has accrued during the receivership, to-wit: 
from the 24th day of January, 1895, to 
March 31, 1897, and that there was due to 
the state of Georgia by the Georgia Mining, 
Manufacturing and Investment Company 
the sum of $11,996.64 for convict rental prior 
to the receivership. 

‘1. Defendant saith that the auditor 
erred in his finding as to the amount due 
the state of Georgia, as he should have 
found the amolunt due to be $24,825.46, ac- 
cording to the evidence and records before 
him. 

“2. Defendant saith that the auditor, as 
matter of fact, erred in not finding that 
there was due to the state of Georgia the 
sum of $11,996.64 for convict rental prior to 
the date of the receivership as he should 
have done from the proof before him. 

‘3. Defendant, by its attorneys, further 
saith that all of the books and papers of 
the receivership, and all of the records 
were of file and in evidence before said 
auditor, and that, as a matter of fact, he 
erred in not finding the amount due the 
State of Georgia, as above stated, and 
that his finding was contrary to the evi- 
dence in that behalf. 

“Wherefore defendant asks that the said 
finding be set aside, and that the proper 
amounts, aggregating $24,825.46, together 
with interest thereon, be found ag the 
amount due to the state of Georgia, or to 
those hokding the fi. fas. issued for said 
rental, and that the liens be fixed in the 
first rank as required by law.

‘{BIGBY'S PROPERTY — 


CANNOT BE FOUND 


Creditor Files Bill for Discovery in the 
Superior Court. 
WANTS THE DEEDS SET ASIDE 


Charged with Transferring His Prop- 
erty Without Consideration. 


MA. J. T. WARNOCK 1S THE PLAINTIFF 


He Alleges That Judge Bigby Trans- 
ferred His Property To Defraud 
‘ His Creditors. 


A bill of discovery has been filed against 
Judge John 8. Bigby im the superior court. 

The bill was filed yesterday afternoon by 
Attorneys Glenn, Slaton & Philitps, who 
represent J. T. Warnock, the latter claiming 
that he has a judgment against Judge 
Bigby upon which execution has been is- 
sued, but no property can be found upon 
which to levy the execution. 

Judge Bigby, Mrs. Elizabeth Bigby and 
the Gritish-American Mortgage Company 
are the defendants in the bill. 

Some time ago Mr. Warnock secured a 
judgment against Judge Bigby in the sum 
of $9,394. When the execution was placed in 
the hands of the sheriff, that officer re- 
turned the execution, making the entry that 
he had made difigent search for the prop- 
erty of JudZe Bigby upon which to levy the 
execution, but could find none. 

It is charged in the bill that Judge Bigby 
has recently transferred his property to 
his wife and other persons and that the 
transfer was made without consideration. 

Judge Bigby ts charged with having givem 
a deed to his Washington street property 
to his wife for the sum of $18,000, when the 
plaintiff alleges that this property was 
worth at least $30,000. The bill asks that this - 
deed be set aside and the property be made 
subject to the judgment held by the 
plaintiff. 

The petition states that Judge Bigby was 
very wealthy several years ago, being pres- 
ident of the Eagle and Phenix Manufact- 
uring Company, of Columbus, the owner of 
a large amount of railroad stocks and the 
possessor of much property. He is charged 
with having transferred and disposed of 
this property in order to defraud his credi- 
tors and the court is asked to require Judge 
Bigby and the other defendants named in 


the bill for-discovery to come Into court and 


disclose the ownership of the property and 
the wheréabouts of his stocks and bonds, 
which are alleged to have been fraudulently 
transferred. 

The bifi for discovery contains a number | 
of caustic charges and shows that a large 
amount of property was suddenly disposed 
of by Judge Bigby when he ascertained 
that the crisis had come. Glenn, Slaton & 
Phillips, who represent the plaintiff tn the 
bill, were seen yesterday, but they de- 
clined to make any statement in the mat- 
ter.

HE SOLD WHISKY: 
HAD NO LICENSE 


Such Is the Charge Against Fetter’s Drag 
Store, Which Goes Into Court. 


MANY CHARGES ARE MADE 


Petition States Fetter Has. Been Clan- 
destinely Selling Liquor. 


THE CREDITORS’ BILLS REMAIN UNPAID 


Judge Lumpkin Appointed Mr. Frank 
Meador Temporary Receiver with 
Authority of Court. 


Fetter’s drug store, located in the Grand 
building, is in the hands of a temporary 
receiver. 

The bill asking for the receivership was 
filed yesterday afternoon by Attorneys 
John T. Pendleton and Harry Ethridge. 
Judge Lumpkin signed the order, appoint- 
ing Mr. Frank Meador temporary receiver, 
with authority to take charge of the bus- 
iness and collect the assets and hold all 
funds subject to the future order of the 
superior court. 

At the same time the receiver was al- 
lowed Judge Lumpkin issued a restraining 
order enjoining Mr. H. H. Fetter, the 
owner of the store, from interfering with 
the business and that he show cause be- 
fore the court in chambers on May Ist at 
9 o’clock why the receivership should not 
be made permanent, 

The petition upon which the receiver was 
appointed was filed in the interest of the 
following petitioners, who claim they rep- 
resent more than one-third of the credit- 
ors of the business: O. A. Dibble, A. L. 
Cuesta, Orr Stationery Company, 8S. P. 
Richards Company, William Lanahan & 
Son and Bailey Liquor Company. 

The petitioners declare that the accounts 
above mentioned are more than one-third 
of the indebtedness of Mr. Fetter, and the 
accounts have been presented and payment 
demanded, which was refused. 

Following the introductory paragraphs of 
the petition are a number of caustic 
charges which have been brought against 
Mr. Fetter by Mr. O. A. Dibble. He charges 
that for some time past Mr. Fetter has 
been engaged in the sale of wines, whis- 
kies and other spirituous liquors without 
any license from either the state or the 
city, in direct violation of the law. He 
charges that the sale of the whiskies and 
liquors has been carried on for some time 
past and up to the present clandestinely. 

Paragraph 6 charges that Fetter has 
grossly mismanaged the business and that 


he is now in hiding from the authorities of 


the city government, who are now prose- 
cuting him on the charge of retailing wines 
and liquors illegally. 

“Your petitioners further allege and 
charge,” says paragraph 7, “that the said 
H. H. Fetter is mismanaging and mis- 
appropriating the moneys arising from 
said business, and that for some time past 
the said Fetter has ceased. to.keep any 
bank account, so far as the said O. A. Dib- 
bie has any knowledge, and the said O. A. 
Dibble alleges that until recently he had 
been doing all the depositing of the money 
of said business, and he charges upon 
information and belief that for some two 
weeks or more past neither the said H. 
H, Fetter nor any agent of his has depos- 
ited any of the moneys arising out of the 
conduct of his drug business. Petitioners 
allege that said moneys are being misap- 
propriated and diverted from the pay- 
ments of the debts of the business,. and to 
petititioners’ own knowledge the said H. 
H. Fetter has been taking from the cash 
drawer its contents two or three times 
each day. 

**Petitioners allege that the said H. H. 
Fetter is hopelessly insolvent and that he 
is hiding out from his creditors. and can- 
not be found at his place of business or 
elsewhere when legitimate bills are pre- 
sented for payment, and that the said Fet- 
ter is taking every dollar that he can re- 
alize from the sales of his business and 
applying them to his own use and diverting 
them from the payment of his just debts.’’ 

After signing the rule nisi and injunction 
and appointing a _ temporary receiver, 
Judge Lumpkin modified the order by al- 
lowing the receiver to continue the bus- 
iness, keeping open the drug store until 
the hearing comes up or until the court is- 
sues further orders in the case. 

Mr. Fetter could not be seen yesterday 
and consequently no statement of the con- 
dition of ‘his business was secured for pub- 
lication.

FALL OF A SAFE. 


GOES CRASHING DOWN STEPS AT 
THE CAPITOL. 


One Flight of Stairs Badly Damaged. 
State Officials Thought Dome 
Was Coming Down. 


The occupants of the state capitol were 
thrown into a flurry of excitement yester- 
day afternoon by a noise that sounded as 
if the dome of the building had suddenly 
given way and come tumbling through, 
carrying all before it. 

The terrible crash was heard in every 
portion of the building, and for a minute 
there was almost a panic. 

But it was only a one-thousand-pound 
safe that Professor Yeates was having 
moved out of the building to be sent to 
Nashville. The safe had tumbled down a 
flight of stairs, scattering Georgia marble 
in all directions and causing the building 
to shake as if an earthquake had struck it. 

Everyone soon regained his equilibrium 
and ventured forth to view the ruits of the 
safe and steps. 

The safe was a medium-sized one, in 
which Professor Yeates kept his gold nug- 
gets and gems. It had been im his office 
for a great while, and every night the 
valuables of the department were deposited 
therein for safe keeping. The state ¢eol- 
ogist had intended to take this safe to 
Nashville for the purpose of keeping the 
valuables in it while they were not on ex- 
hibition at the exposition. 

Yesterday Professor Yeates secured the 
services of the Golden Transfer Company 
for the purpose of moving the safe out of 
the capitol to the car. All went. well until 
the flight of stairs in front of the office of 
the deputy clerk of the supreme court was 
reached. The safe was started down the 
stairs, but before it had gone far, the three 
men in charge lost control of it, and it 
went bouncing down the steps like a rub- 
ber ball, but with a sound like a steam 
locomotive... 


Refore it reached the landing, the safe 


damaged six of the marble steps so badly 
that they. will have to be replaced.. 


POLICE ARE KICKING 


Don't vi Colonel Obear’s Instructions 
in Pistol Shooting and the Law. 


PERFECTLY WILLING TO DRILL 


The Colonel Is Going On, However, To 
Make Them a Fine Military Body. 
Three Hundred Drilling. 


The members of the police force are hard 
at work receiving instructions from and 
drilling under Colonel Obear. Their mar- 
tial tread can be heard in the armory at 
the police headquarters as they evolute 
arcund and shoulder the musket. 

It will not be long before the police de- 
partment of Atlanta will be ome of the best 
drilled hod@ies of men’‘in the state, for Colo- 
nel. Obear is giving them the most careful 
instructions. 

There are three drill hours every day. 
The day watch drilis from 7 to 8 a. m.; the 
evening watch from 1:30 to 2:30, and the 
morning watch from 9:45 to 10:45. From 
thirty to thirty-five men attend each of the 
drills. . 

Everything is progressing finely, but there 
is just a little muttering among some of 
the policemen who do not take to one part 
of the instructions. The drilling seems to 
be all right, but there are some of the mem- 
bers of the department who object to the 
colonel’s remarks on the duties of a po- 
liceman as prescribed by the law and the 
ordinances. These remarks appear to be 
particularly objectionable to the older mem- 
bers of the force, who think that they know 
all about the rules goverming the conduct 
of a policeman. 

Colonel Obear’s instructions tn regard to 
how and whem a policeman ought to use 
his pistol is one matter which has created 


the keenest resentment among those who | 


have spoken about the instructions at all. 

Tuesday afternoon just after the drill one 
of the policemen came to a reporter of The 
Constitution and said, with considerable 
feeling: 

‘Well, I did not think Colonel Obear was 
sent here to tell us our duty as policemen. 
It was my idea that he was simply our in- 
structor in military matters. Why, he told 
us when we ought to use our pfstols and 
said that we should never draw them ex- 
cept in cases of self-defense. Now, I have 
been a policeman for many years and there 
are times when a policeman feels called 
upon to use a pistol and not to defend his 
life. That, however, is a question of law, 
and I did not think the colonel was elected 
by the board to tell us what the law 1s. I 
just felt like stepping out. of ranks and ask- 
ing a few questions about all this.” 

Of course, only a few of the men are 
talking in this way, but there is no telling 
how the feeling wil spread and the police 
commissioners may deem it wise to look 
into the matter. . 

Colonel Obear, who is a soldier born, is 
pursuing the even tenor of his way and will 
soon have the police force up to a high 
military standard.

+ THE WEATHER. 

During Wednesday there was but little 
change in the atmospheric pressure over 
the Atlantic coast states, the center of the 
high last night being still central off the 
Virginia coast. The low area in the west, 
however, moved quite rapidly to the south- 
east and was central near Omaha last 
night, with a pressure of 29.58 inches. The 
low area covered the country quite gen- 
erally between the eastern slope of the 
Rocky mountains and the Mississippi val- 
ley and caused unusually warm weather in 
the states covered by it.

NEW YORK WHEAT MARKET. 


After a Sharp Break There Was Heavy 

Buying and Some Excitement. 
New York, April 21.—Wheat opened with 
little excitement today ‘and no especial 
feature beyond a cent advance in prices, 
following a sharp rise of 3@3d in Liverpool 
cables: The latter was puzzling to the 
trade in view of the higher consols, which 
was attributed partly to bad European 
news. May“wheat in this market opened at 
8li4c and later sold up to 815sc. The preavil- 
ing sentiment was bullish. War news was 
somewhat absent this morning and other 
market news began to attract the atten- 
tion of the speculative traders once more. 
Sreculation in wheat drifted into narrow 
channels toward noon with an easier feel- 
ing prominent, owing to a set-back in 
cables. May sold as low as 21%4c before 
fresh buvine arrested the decline. The war 
news appeared to be less and less a factor 
in the market, giving way to more legiti- 
mate influences, such as foreign and milling 
demand, and the unfavorable aspect of the 
late crop news.

Export orders absorbed close to 
200.000 bushels of wheat today. 


Prime on Crops. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Dwight, Ill, April 17.—The country at 
large has been almost worn out the present 
week contending with storms of rain, snow 
and general discouraging surroundings. We 
have had almost a total absence of sun- 
shine, but the week ends, however, with 
higher temperature and a prospect that 
we have reached the end. Still in a fickle 
season like the present it is utterly im- 
possible to tell what a day or hour will 
bring forth. We certainly know what we 
have, but so far as weather and crop con- 
ditions are concerned we are just as much 
in the dark as to the final results as we 
were sixty days ago. That there will be 
no lack of moisture is certain. Our great- 
est need at the present time are bright 
ekies and clearing weather. 

Although we have no reason to complain 
of the conditions which have surrounded 
the winter wheat crop during the present 
month, never in the whole history of the 
crop have we had such or reports as to 
its general condition as during the present 
week, and the damage done to the wheat 
becomes more apparent as the season, ad- 
vances. 

As to reserves of wheat in farmers’ hands 
they ure practically nothing, and with very 
few exceptions the mills in the interior 
are not averaging one-half time simply 
for the lack of wheat, and such mills as 
are running are securing their supplies 
from orp Ay and the northwest, and this 
is in the face of the fact that country 
mills are paying Chicago prices for wheat, 
but do not get any. here are only one 
now in the winter wheat 
belt that promise a full average crop. 

As to spring wheat, there is no seeding 
to speak of Wisconsin, Minnesota or 
South Dakota. Here and there an occa-~- 
sional knoll on sandy soil a few icres have 
been sown, and the territory just referred 
to has experienced a week of cold, wet 
weather. There is less wheat in country 
elevators than usual, and large receipts 
from farr@ers’ hands are not looked for 
after seeding is over.

TOBACCO RELEASED. 


One Consignment of Cuban Tobacco 
Shipped to New York. 


Washington, April 2i1.—United States 
Consul General Lee has advised the state 
department from Havana that the Span- 
ish authorities thhave released one consign- 
ment of Cuban tobacco for shipment to a 
New York firm. The tobacco has been 
held in Havana since May. last, when Gen- 
eral Weyler by a decree forbade the fur- 
ther exportation of tobacco from the isl- 
and. The American importers have made 
many strong protests to the state depart- 
ment against the workings of the decree, 
which it was commonly understood had 
a double purpose—fiirst, to insure employ- 
ment to th@ cigar makers of Cuba, who 
otherwise would be tempted to join the 
insurrection, and, second, to destoy the 
occupation of the Cuban cigar makers in 
Key West and New York and thus stop 
their contributions to the insurrectioiary 
war fund. The state department has taken 
up the cause of the importers, but was 
obliged to confine their demands to an 
allowance of the shipment of tobacco ac- 
tually bought or contracted for by Amer- 
ieans before the decree went into effect. 
The tobacco released now is some that 
was actually paid for before the decree. 
As to that only contracted for, {t appears 
to be doubtful whether it can be released 
through the efforts of the state depart- 
ment. Thg Spanish contention is that thy 
have a full right to’ stop all exports, leav- 
ing to the aggrieved importer ip the United 
States only a claim against the persons 
in Cuba who have broken their contract, 
which claims may be prosecuted in the 
Spanish courts. The position of our gov- 
ernment is, that under the -treaty of 1795 
our merchants have the right unrestrained 
by war to bring away their effects, holding 
that in this view tobacco may be regarded 
as effects.

Liverpool’s Advance Started Chicago 
on a Regular Boom, but Later 
There Was a Severe Change. 


Chicago, April 21.—Wheat was as bad as 
&@ womam today in the variety of its’ moods 
and the suddenness of its changes. It 
started very strong, sold for a time at an 
advance of 2%4c, recovered yesterday and 
closed at a net loss of %c. Strong cables 
and heavy realizing were the factors. Corn 
was equally variable, closing %c lower. 
Oats declined a very small fraction, and 
provisions closed 2%@5c lower. 

In wheat all calculations were upset at 
the opening. British consols showed an 
advance, indicating indifference as to the 
war between Turkey and Greece. This ur- 
dinarily might have caused a decline in 
wheat, but the 1%d advance chronicled at 
the opening at Liverpool was a big sur- 
prise and started the local market on a 
regular boom. . 

Opening sales of May were made at 74%@ 
against yesterday’s closing price of 
T3%c. It sold at 74%c under liberal’ realiz- 
ing, when an advance again started with- 
out reaction until 76%c had been reached. 
The advance at Liverpool did not stop with 
the first 1%d first advised, but advanced 
another 14d, making a net gain of from 
2% to 3d cental. 

Chicago received nine cars. of wheat. 
Minneapolis and Duluth reported receipts 
of 208 cars, against 293 a week ago and 368 
on the corresponding day of last year. Ex- 
ports from the Atlantic seaboard were 
equal in wheat and flour to 400 bushels. 
Liverpool receded somewhat from the top, 
closing 2%@2%d higher. Then the market 
experienced a severe change of sentiment, 
but bad crop reports and strong demand 
for flour and the advance at Liverpool 
brought the buyers on every reaction. But 
the cash eituation, strong as it was, could 
not stand up against the attack made on 
the market in the last half héur of the 
session. The people who had been sur- 
reptiously selling long wheat on every 
swell having fully covered, the market 
After touching 76%c, the 
market dropped to 74%c and then went back 
to 75\4c. After this the bears got in their 
deadliest work, and by closing time the 
price was down to 7345c. 

Corn was slow, but the strength in wheat, 
small receipts and unfavorable weather 
soon started good buying with an accom- 
panying advance in prices. Considerable 
long corn was offered at the advance, and 
when wheat declined corn also became Very 
weak. Exports were 377,000 bushels. May 
opened unchanged at 24%c, advanced to 
25c and declined to 244%@24%c. That was 
the closing price. 

Oats opened steady, and for a while were 
quite firm. Shorts were good buyers and 
took up considerable. Commission houses 
also had some orders to fill. The latter 
part of the session was quiet and prices 
gradually slid off. with wheat. Exports 
were 145,000 bushels. May opened ec high- 
er at 17%c, advanced to 17%c and reacted 
to 17%@17%c, where it ‘closed. ~~ 

Provisions did not change much in value. 
There was a fair amount of speculative 
business in the first half hour, but it thin- 
ned down as the session progressed. Open-. 
ing prices were at a slight decline, in sym- 
pathy with a weak hog market, and those 
prices were hardly deviated from during 
the day’s session. At the’ close May pork 
was 2%c lower at $8.45, May lard ic lower 
at $4.15 and May ribs 2%c lower at $4.70.

Probably Exhonerate Him, 
SCHOOL BOARD MEETS TODAY 


Will Hear Report: of @ airtatenes Com- 
mittee This Afternoor—Not Dis- 
cuss Corporal Punishment. 


The board of education of Atlanta will 
hold its regular monthly meeting this af- 
ternoon at 6 o'clock. The hour of meeting 
hes been changed in accordance with a 
long established rule in regard to the sum- 
mer months. 

The meeting this afternoon will be one 
of the most important the board has ‘held 
in some time, and the grievance commit- 
tee will make its report on the investiga- 
tion of the charge preferred against Pro- 
fessor W. F. Dykes by the father of Har- 
vey James. 

It is safe to say that this report will be 
as was predicted in The Constitution the 
day after the investigation. At that time 
it was stated that the committee would 
probably exonerate Professor Dykes and 
hold that he did his ee in whipping young 
James. 

At the time of oo trial it seemed to be 
the general opinion that Mr. James did 
not sustain his charges and that the com- 
mittee could do nothing but make a report 
favorable to the teacher. 

The committee will not give out its report 
until {t has been tendered to the board, 
neither will the members divulge the con- 
tents of it. The report will be read at the 
meeting: this afternoon and will undoubt- 
edly be adopted without any objections by 
the members. 

At the time the investigation was made 
by the committee it was thought that the 
unfortunate affair would cause corporal 
punishment to be abandoned in the Boys’ 
High school. There was much discussion 
on this subject by prominent school offi- 
cials. 

Though the sentiment Kirti whipping 
has not entirely died out, it seems that 
the board will not take any action on this 
question. It is probable that the board will 
take the position that there is no reason 
why.the rod should be removed from the 


schoolroom. 


All during the investigation Professor 
Dykes held that he was not violating the 
rules of the schools in whipping young 
James and while he might have dealt with 
him roughly it was because the boy drew 
a dirk on him and aitempied to inflict se- 
rious cuts. 

Professor Dykes held that he had a right 
to defend himself from the enraged youth 
and that in preventing the boy from cut- 
ting him !t was necessary that he should 
deal with him roughly. 

Young James held that he did not try 
to cut his teacher and that Professor Dykes 
had whipped him in a cruel and unwar- 
ranted manner. He thought the whipping 
was without cause and unmerciful. 

At the investigation of the affair pupil 
after pupil swore that James. had a dirk 
and that they had seen him with it only 
a few minutes before the whipping was 
administered by Professor Dykes: The en- 
tire hearing from whdt could be learned of 
it went in favor of Professor Dykes. 

The report of the grievance committee 
will be the only matter of any importance 
to come up before the board this afternoon. 
What the report of the committee will 
say in regard to .young James is not 
known—whether he will be expelled or re- 
ifistated. This portion of the report will be 
extremely interesting.

NEW STREET SWEEPING PLAN 


Works Departmént Should Have 
Charge of Street Sweeping. 


Councilman Milt\| Camp will probably 
come to the front as an advocate of a 
change of system in the workings of the 
city sanitary department. He thinks the 


ment are too large and that a part of the 
labors should be under the direction of an- 
Other department, 

Mr. Camp says the street swéeping and 
hauling should be done under the direction 
of the commissioner of public works, rath- 
er than by the sanitary department, as 
now. He says in nearly all large cities such 
matters are conducted by the public works 
department and that it is a rare thing that 
the duty devolves upon the sanitary de- 
partment. 

Mr. Camp's idea is that the street sweep- 
ing shoul be done under the direction of 
the commissioner of public works and that 
the sanitary department should only be fre- 
quired to look after the sanitary and 
health interests of the city. This would 
make a big change in the city government 
and it would put a large number of men 
under the public works department who 
are now worked by the sanitary depart- 
ment. Should the change be made the pub- 
lite works department would have charge 
of all the street work and the crematory 
and disposition of garbage. This would 
leave the sanitary department with only 
such force as would enable it to properly 
inspect the sanitary arrangements of the 
city and to look after contagious and oth- 
er dangerous diseases, under the direction 
of the board of health. 

It may be that this matter will take defi- 
nite shape in the near future and that a 
plan will be proposed by Mr. Camp 1l00k- 
ing to the change. He is talking over the 
matter with some of his friends and an 
ordinance may be introduced at the neat 
meeting of the council touching the matter.
